Senior vs. Junior Debate: "R*r 
solved. That a study ot the Sciences 
better flU a w<|»*R .IPT.^t?. tl>*n » 
study of th« ATttl|:'" With, the Seniors, 
Miss- Dart and' lIllBB Godwin, uphold- 
ing this resolution, and the Juniors, 
Miss BIrkebt and Miss McPartlln, 
combatting It, the members ot the 
Delta Sigma Society witnessed a very 
keenly contested ddbate yesterday 
afternoon. Both sides had all the 
force and courage of t^elr convic- 
tions, since those ot the affirmative 
are, tor all' we know,' budding young 
scientists, while the upholders of the 
negative are keen and conscientious 
classicists! Thus throughout the de- 
bate the arguments wore heated, 
and the rebuttals brilliant. 

Miss Dart, first speaker ot the a(> 
flrroatlve, after defining the subjects 
which she and b«r colleague took to 
He In the territories of Arts and 
Science, respectively, pointed out 
that the aim of a useful life was ser- 
vice to mankind, and that the' most 
Important services to mankind had 
como through scientific discovery 
and research. Woman's service to 
mankind In public and home life was 
emphasized, endeavouring to point 
out the advantage ot scientific home- 
making, which could be encouraged 
by a knowledge ot chemistry, biology 
and hygenlcs. 

In regard to woman. In public life, 
Miss Dart pointed out the splendid 
opportunities optti to women In Social 
Service and, since their enfranchise- 
ment, In politics. These opportuni- 
ties could only be fully made use ot 
with a knowledge of Sociology and 
Genetics, which the affirmative 
speakers classed with a Science 
course, - 

Throughout, >ilB8 Dart, treated her 
subjeot In a cbaraoteristlcally prac- 
tical and well-orderod manner. 

Miss McPartlln, In speaking for the 
negative, was firmly oonvlnced ,that 
her Arts course was preferable to any 
Science courses. Hor treatment of 
the sufbject was mainly to show that 
a Science courte was not profitable, 
while, as she stated when beginning, 
her colleague would show that an 
Arts course wa« better - fitted for 
woman.' In à lively and humorous 
way Miss McPartlln pictured the 
paroxy.sms of fear into which a 
mother of scientific training might 
be thrown on beholding her Infant 
being caressed with kisses! With 
other amusing examples sbç pictured 
the "happy home" of a scientific 
couple, where tho imagination and 
artistic feelings wore dulled by prac- 
tical scientific explanations and 
facts.

Yes tar day's meeting of the 8ta- 
denU' 'society beM la tbe Ooion was 
remarkable for the omonnt o< dla- 
coasioa ' ooeaakned. «ad: also Iqr the 
relattre aaiinportaiioo of (he taslncsa 
aetuoUr trannrtad. The aabjeet ot 
the proposed monthly magasine was 
the chief topic, and a great many 
speakers took the opportunity of air- 
ing their opiniona on the matter. 
Apart from the etVect wbleh tbts dli- 
cusaton had In clearing up the stu- 
dents' Meas on the sabject, little waa 
accomplished, the lost motlou before 
the house being rendered nugatory 
for lade of a quorum. 

' D. R. Lisarord, président ot the 
Students' Council, occupied the chair, 
and after calling the meeting to order 
called unon Secretary J. A. Lalann-a 
to read the minutes ot the last Stu- 
dents' Society meertimg. The Question 
of the University Book "Store, the 
president explained. Is being loft over 
until later In the session, when the 
newly-<lected roprcscnlatlvos to the 
Council will be given an opportunity 
to take such action as they may deem 
expedient. The chairman then briefly 
outlined the subject ot the proposed 
new periodical. He wished to place 
himself bn record as stating that at 
no time had the Council been ad- 
versely Inclined to a new magazine, 
but that they had been unable to-giyt} 
it their support In view of the diffi- 
culties presented by the editorial 
policy outlined by the originators of 
the Idea. In order, to obtain fuller 
information on'tbese points, the 
Council had addressed certain ques- 
tions to Bullock, one of the editors, 
asking, in substance, whether the 
proposed magazine would interfere 
with tho "Dally," what the responsi- 
bility of the Council would be, and in 
what way the editors planned to per- 
petuate the publication. In reply 
to these questions, the president 
staled that tho Council were In re 
celpt of certain information from the 
editors, but had bad no .opportunity 
of going Into this matter at length 
Learoyd stated that he could easily 
see how a purely literary publication 
might occupy a very useful sphere at 
McOiU, and referred to similar pub' 
llcatlons at Harvard. It there was to 
be such a publication, he stated, it 
ought to be representative of the 
'Whole student body and should have 
an editorial .policy free from contro- 
versial subjects. 

O'Ragan, one of the editors of the 
proposed magazine, replied and com- 
mented upon some of the presldeht's 
remarks. He stated that the editorial

PROSPECTS OF

(Continued from Page 1.) 
policy of the proposed puibllcatlon 
was not one that would promote par- 
lour Bolshevism, and that an Ad- 
visory Council composed of professors 
would censor it. He stated that the 
financial rtatus of the "Dally" would 
not be prejudiced, as tbe advertisers 
of the new paper would be obtained 
outside of the "Daily's" clientele, and 
every effort would be made to aee 
that no infringement would be mcde 
upon the grounds of the "Dally," 
Finally, be stated. Bullock and him- 
self were willing to assume all 
financial responsibility for the pro- 
duction of tho paper. 

Suilock fStiowcd, . and stated that 
tbe magasine would be representative 
of the students of McOill as much as 
any paper edited by two men could 
be. said to be representative. The 
editorial policy to be pursued would 
notprontote dangerous radicalism. 
Moreover, . tbs censorship to be exer- 
cised ' by . the professors, inentione:» 
before, would preclude the Inclusion 
of anything inimical to tbe best in- 
lerests'of McOill. 

J, C. F\artbing drew the attention 
of tbe meeting to tbe fact that the 
issue was becoming obscured. He 
stated that the two clear-cut ques- 
tlona that were before the meeting 
were: first, whether th« meetioK 
wished to have a publication repre- 
sentative of the student-ibody and 
bearing tbe namo of MoOill, or did 
they desire a purely sectional maga- 
sine. Suoh a magasine aa waa aug- 
gested, he added, woujd have three 
aafegnards againat the expression ot 
unpo'iiular opinion. These were, the 
Students' Council, the Board of Gov- 
ernors and tbe support of the Stndent 
Body, 

Ambridge then raised the question 
of the disposal of any profits wbtrh 
might accrue to tho promoters of the 
new paper. O'Hagan replied that aa 
he and Bullock stood ready to 
shoulder any loss, they were fairly 
entitled to any profits. 

J. N. Petersen, preeidont of the 
'Daily," then spoke of tbe probable 
effect which a new publication would 
have on the "paily." Ha feared that 
if another paper should enter the 
field soliciting advertisementa which 
might be'secured for the "Dally," the 
result would be that demands, too 
often repeated, upon potential ad- 
vertisers, might alienate their sym- 
pathy And hav« a prejudicial effect 
upon the "Daily's" main sodroe of 
revenue. 

F. D. Genest and C. P. Nolan ihon 
spoke In favor of the proTioBcd maga- 
zine, the former asking that it b^ 
slvon a chance, while Nolan referred' 
to "the liberty of the Prcsa" and tha 
"couaUtutlonal rights of Brltiah sub- 
jteot^" to whidli ^thing replied 



^t such a thing as tbe liiberty of 
tlfe Press did not exist, aa a paper was 
forced to shape its policy according 
to the wishes of its advertisers. 

A motion was finailyvcalled 'for, 
and it was then proposed 'that a vote 
bo called on whether or not the meet- 
ing was In favor of a monthly publi- 
cation by students of MoOlll Univer- 
sity. This motion was then Paised 
by a cbnsidereble nvajorlty. A second 
motion was then proposed that a 
monthly magaaine, kQown as "The 
Sifter," should be published along the 
lines suggested by Messrs. Bullock 
and O'Hagan. Thia motion was 
ainend^ by adding that the eons^tu- 
tlon should be drawn up and ap- 
proved by the Students' Council. A 
second amendment was proposed that 
tbe constitution bo -approved by the 
Students' Cotinbll ' in consort wltb 
Bullock and O'Hagan. This socond 
amendment was than voted upon and 
carried. After oonaiderable discus- 
sion tb« original motion waa then 
put to the meeting and was rejected. 
This led to a somewhat anomaloua 
fl'.f^-UP"' th?, amendment .hMlng 
beei> paased. and tbe ^flglnafmotlon 
being lost. A further motion that 
tb^ magazine should ilie publlBbed by 
Messrs. O'Hagan and ; Bullock wa»* 
then proposed and was -defeated.- On 
a count being made, however. It wa-s 
discovered that no quorum was presr 
eht, and thé president then stated 
laat a further meeting of the Stu- 
dent'B Society will be called in the 
near future to give further oppor- 
tunity for discussion of the question.

He 
then completed ' ths syllogism by 
stressing the point that teaefasrs must 
be mastars In thsly lins of work, that 
one who has just obtained an A. B. 
is unnt to teach in high school, for, 
though Itnowing a subject thoroughly, 
he has little, If any. Idea of how .to 
administer that aubject Pnfesaor 
Holmes referred to the great needs 
for the social adjustment of educa- 
tion and other educational reforms, 
but asserted that these things are 
dlfflcpU and cannot obtain before tho 
teacher .'!^ got a broader -grasp of 
the wjiole eduoatloiial problem.

ALPHAOMEfiAFRAT. 

Topic: "Pos^-Natal Evolu- 
tion of the Heait." 



Laat night tbe Alpha Omega Fra- 
ternity held their second nieoting of 
the Bsason. Dr. Gross addressed tlie 
meeting on the subject of "The Post- 
natal Evolution of the Heart" AH 
the organs of , the, .body ars contiuu- 
ally ohanglng^ and being replaced, tho 
change occurring In the gross- ap- 
pearance of the organ as well In tho 
cells. The spleen Is a very typical 
example, aad varies with age. I:i 
diseaae of childhood the spleen reacts 
allghtly, in middle age the reaction is 
marked, while in old age due to atro- 
phy of the organ 'reaction of the organ 
is sUght 

' Dr. Gross then showed X-ray elides 
of Injections of tlie coronary arteries 
in a normal hsart These hearts aie 
injected with barium and show clearly 
the shadows of the coronary vessels 
under the X-ray. The aorta gives 
Off the riAt and left coronary ar- 
tertee. The left coronary artery sup- 
plies the arterior surface of the left 
▼sntHcle, part of the right ventricle, 
and part of tbe left ventricle poetei- 
lorly. The right coronary artery aup- 
plles most of the right ventrlole sad 
some 0f ths posterior i^art of the left 
ventHèlé.-^ -SmtiJI ^nucbss ère' also 
sent to the right coronary artery to 
the right bases of the aorta and pul- 
monary aiiary. with anastomoses 
aronad their bases. There are also 
aaaatomoses in the Interventricular 
septum. In the fat sitrroundlag the 
heart and on ths anterior snrfaoe of 
the' ventricles. 

Dr. Gross ttaen ebowed slides start- 
lag with the heart at birth, and show^ 
lag a heart for each decade of lifie 
up to the 9th decade. In the .beart 
at birth there is aa equal amount of 
muscle in the right and left vsntriclPB, 
and an equal blood supply, no anas- 
tomoees being visible. As age pro- 
gresses ths blood vassels beoome more 
tortuous, the H|^t heart shows loaa 
and less muBole— as compared to the 
left ventricle; the blood suiQify of tbe 
right ventricle becomes poorer and 
poorer; anastomoses appear. The 
slides ' brought out all these points 
vfry well, espeelally the change of 
blood supply In ,the right ventricle. ' 

In rapid obstruction of the right 
coronary artery there is infarstlon 
of tbe heart; Cohnheim argued from 
thia tha< the arteries of the heart 
w^re end arteries and did not anas- 
t(m>OBs. It waa later shown that if 
the patieift was blesded before ob- 
struction of the main coronary ^rtery 
that there waa a larger infarction. 
The anastomoses are enough to keep 
the heart going, but not tree «noneli 
to compensate and prevent infarction. 

Dr. Oertsl th«>n,,disp9saed IHie cage, 
throwing stHns^ttyia^i^M pn the aub- 
ject He statad'aaPorgaiBs change 
in function during life as well as In 
appearance. Physiologlsts talk glibly 
of the function of a gland as if It were 
a constant thing, whereaa \\ probably 
changes tbrongboiit life.
